Natural  History  Museum  Announces  Programs 

The  Marion  Natural  History  Museum  is  once 
again  sponsoring  a  series  of  After  School  Programs 
focusing  on  some  of  the  natural  habitats  in  the  tri-town 
area.

SouthCoast  Learning  Begins  Winter  Session 

There's  a  new  trend  in  extended  education  in 
southeastern  Massachusetts  in  the  form  of  the  SouthCoast 
Learning  Network  —  a  region-wide,  community 
education  non-profit  organization  which  offers  short- 
term,  non-credit  courses  in  area  libraries,  workplaces, 
churches,  museums,  schools,  shops,  studios,  public 
buildings  and  private  homes.  Co-directed  by  Bart  Nourse, 
Jr.,  Ph.D.  and  Sandria  R.  Parsons  of  Marion,  the  program 
is  quickly  gaining  popularity  among  students  of  all  ages. 

Working  with  the  notion  that  education  is  vital  to 
maintain  the  quality  of  life  in  the  SouthCoast  area,  the 
program  courts  instructors  who  meet  two  simple  but  key 
criteria:  that  they  are  experts  in  their  field  and  they  enjoy 
teaching. 

Launched  in  May  of  1998,  the  SouthCoast 
Learning  Network  offered  some  22  courses  last  spring 
taught  by  17  area  instructors  to  104  registrants.  This  past 
fall,  they  ran  70  courses  with  50  local  instructors  serving 
some  519  participants.  The  organization's  forthcoming 
winter  session,  which  begins  this  month,  lists  121  courses 
and  six  special  events.

In  closing,  Ms.  Adams'  last  issue  of  the  evening 
was  the  notification  of  the  Eastern  Video  Systems 
proposal  from  Debbie  Stinson  of  MediaOne  for  the 
installation  project  in  Town  Hall.  The  current  proposal 
exceeds  the  allocated  amount  of  $25,000  and  the  board 
agreed  that  a  meeting  will  need  to  be  arranged  with  Ms. 
Stinson  to  discuss  the  elimination  of  unnecessary  services 
in  the  proposal  that  may  bring  the  costs  down  to  the 
allowed  budget  amount. 

With  no  further  business  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  unanimously  voted  to  go  into  Executive 
Session  under  exception  two  of  the  Open  Meeting  Law 
and  would  thereafter  adjourn  for  the  evening. 

Marion  Selectmen's  Meeting 

January  12, 1999

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Marion  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  January  12, 
1999  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Albert  E.  Winters.  Also 
present  were  Selectman  Loretta  B.  Schaefer,  Selectman 
Jonathan  "Jody"  Dickerson,  Executive  Secretary  Ray 
Pickles,  and  Secretary  Helene  Craver. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  January  5 
meeting  and  signing  treasury  warrants  for  the  week, 
Chairman  Winters  noted  they  had  received  an  updated 
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shelter  agreement  from  the  American  Red  Cross  which 
had  been  approved  by  Marion  Emergency  Management 
Director  Dale  Jones.  The  board  unanimously  voted  to 
authorize  Chairman  Winters  to  sign  the  agreement  on 
their  behalf. 

The  board  next  approved  a  request  to  serve 
alcohol  from  the  Marion  Social  Club  for  a  Chowder 
Supper  to  be  held  on  Saturday,  January  16  from  6:00  to 
8:00  pm. 

Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW) 
Superintendent  Rob  Zora  next  came  before  the  board  to 
request  permission  to  purchase  an  emergency 
replacement  vehicle  for  the  1972  Chevy  six-wheel  sander 
multi-use  truck  which  has  a  blown  engine.  Mr.  Zora  said 
they  looked  into  purchasing  a  rebuilt  or  used  motor,  but 
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there  are  none  available  for  that  model.  Likewise,  they 
were  unable  to  get  many  of  the  parts  to  rebuild  the  engine 
in-house.  As  such,  they  were  able  to  locate  a  used 
comparable  vehicle  for  $30,000. 

"The  truck  will  meet  our  needs  and  it's  something 
we  use  in  our  snow  operations,"  Mr.  Zora  said.  "This  is  a 
safety  issue  ...  the  truck  is  an  emergency-type  unit  and 
cannot  be  rented." 

Lee  Hayes  of  the  Finance  Committee  (FinCom) 
was  present  and  said  his  committee  supported  the 
purchase  of  the  used  $30,000  truck.  "We  looked  at  (Mr. 
Zora's)  proposal  and  we  agree  the  truck  is  a  good  buy,"  he 
said.  "We  support  a  lease/purchase  option  ...  which 
means  we  would  make  one  payment  at  the  beginning  of 
July." 

With  that,  the  board  unanimously  approved  the 
purchase  of  this  emergency  replacement  vehicle  for  the 
DPW. 

Selectman  Schaefer  also  asked  Mr.  Zora  what 
would  be  a  good  opening  date  to  allow  water  and  sewer 
installations  as  discussed  at  last  week's  meeting.  "We 
didn't  specify  an  opening  for  sewer  dates,"  she  said. 

Mr.  Zora  suggested  that  when  the  asphalt  plants 
reopen  for  the  season  —  on  or  about  April  1  —  would  be  a 
good  time  to  allow  water/sewer  installations  as  per  the 
town's  newly-established  policy.  "By  April  5  the  asphalt 
plants  are  usually  opened  as  a  general  rule  of  thumb,"  he 
said. 

The  board  then  voted  to  amend  their  previous 
vote  to  include  an  opening  date  for  water/sewer 
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installation  to  coincide  with  the  reopening  of  asphalt 
plants  for  the  season. 

At  7:15  pm  the  board  met  with  the  town's  various 
department  heads  to  discuss  the  results  and 
recommendations  contained  in  Municipal  Management  for 
the  Future,  a  report  prepared  by  the  Center  for  Policy 
Analysis  at  UMass  Dartmouth  upon  the  Selectmen's 
request. 

"This  is  a  report  we  had  prepared  by  an  outside 
consulting  group  at  our  request,"  Chairman  Winters  said. 
"In  doing  so,  they  came  up  with  information  from  other 
towns  similar  in  size  and  made  some  recommendations 
based  on  interviews  with  various  town  personnel.  They 
came  up  with  several  recommendations  on  how  to  staff 
the  executive  office  and  the  duties  of  (the  Executive 
Secretary),  the  DPW,  and  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers." 

Chairman  Winters  cautioned  that  these 
recommendations  are  not  written  in  stone,  and  the  board 
has  not  yet  decided  to  adopt  any  of  these  suggestions. 
"These  are  simply  their  views  of  how  our  town 
government  would  run  more  efficiently,"  he  said. 

Among  the  key  recommendations  for  the  Town  of 
Marion  contained  in  the  50-page  report: 

•  The  Selectmen  should  convert  the  position  of 
Executive  Secretary  to  Town  Administrator  with 
appropriate  compensation,  contract  status,  and 
mechanisms  for  performance  evaluation  and  contract 
renewal; 

•  The  Selectmen  should  create  a  new  position  of 
Administrative  Assistant; 
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•  The  Selectmen  should  create  a  new  Department 
of  Inspection  Services  to  replace  the  existing  Building 
Department; 

•  The  Selectmen  should  create  a  new  Fire 
Department  and  appoint  a  full-time  professional  Fire 
Chief; 

•  The  Selectmen  should  reorganize  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  by  creating  a  Division  of 
Buildings  and  Grounds,  a  Division  of  Water  and  Sewer, 
and  a  Division  of  Streets  and  Highways,  with  each 
division  headed  by  a  Foreman; 

•  The  Selectmen  should  routinely  evaluate  and 
enhance  the  operation  of  the  town's  numerous  ad  hoc 
committees; 

•  The  Selectmen  should  reconstitute  the 
Personnel  Board  as  a  five-member  board  that  includes  the 
three  Selectmen  and  two  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

"The  momentum  behind  this  (report)  was  our 
realization  that  we  are  going  to  have  several  key  people 
retiring  in  the  next  few  years,"  Selectman  Schaefer  said. 
"We're  just  here  tonight  to  gauge  your  reaction  (to  the 
report).  We'll  probably  have  a  roundtable  discussion  at  a 
later  date." 

"I  don't  think  we  can  digest  this  all  in  one  night," 
Chairman  Winters  agreed.  "But  we  don't  intend  to  let  this 
sit  on  the  shelf,  either." 

DPW  Superintendent  Rob  Zora  said  that  upon 
first  reading  the  report,  his  initial  reaction  was  to  oppose 
the  recommendations.  "I've  read  it  twice,  and  once  you 
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read  the  whole  thing,  I  think  it  makes  sense  for  the  town/' 
he  said.  "I  agree  with  their  recommendations  for  the 
DPW." 

"This  report  gels  together  the  (ideas)  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  have  had  for  the  last 
few  years  as  to  where  the  town  is  going,"  Mr.  Pickles  said. 
"They've  done  a  good  job  and  I  urge  you  to  look  at  this 
report  objectively  and  take  the  personalities  out  of  it." 

Police  Chief  Scott  agreed  with  that  assessment:  "I 
think  the  one  thing  that  is  long  overdue  in  this  town  is  a 
Town  Administrator,"  he  said. 

The  board  suggested  that  the  department  heads 
might  want  some  time  to  read  over  the  lengthy  report  and 
recommendations  and  agreed  to  meet  with  each 
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department  on  a  one-on-one  basis  in  two  weeks. 

While  everyone  was  present,  Selectman  Schaefer 
also  wanted  to  mention  that  each  department  should  be 
thinking  about  the  potential  problems  with  the  so-called 
Y2K  computer  issue  to  make  sure  that  all  computers  and 
computer-related  systems  are  compliant  with  the  year 
2000.  "We  need  to  start  planning  for  external  influences  or 
computer  glitches,"  Selectman  Schaefer  said.  "We  need  to 
make  some  sort  of  contingency  plan  just  in  case  we  lose 
power  or  other  services." 

Chairman  Winters  suggested  that  department 
heads  make  a  list  of  potential  concerns  over  the  year  2000 
problem  and  submit  them  to  the  board  for  consideration. 

In  other  matters,  the  board: 

•  Noted  they  will  host  the  next  Tri-Town 
Selectmen's  Meeting  on  Thursday,  February  4  at  7:00  pm 
in  the  Marion  Town  House; 

•  Received  a  letter  from  Town  Counsel  Marc 
Deshaies  regarding  the  restricting  of  Old  Landing  Wharf 
to  residents  only,  thereby  prohibiting  commercial 
fishermen  from  using  the  site.  Mr.  Deshaies  said  that 
based  on  his  reading  of  the  property  deed,  the  town  can 
regulate  the  use  of  the  property  for  commercial  fishing 
purposes.  Mr.  Pickles  advised  that  the  town  should 
consider  posting  signs  to  this  effect  in  both  English  and 
Portuguese  at  the  Old  Landing  Wharf. 

Chairman  Winters  also  announced  that  he  will  be 
seeking  re-election  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  this  spring. 
"I  will  be  a  candidate  for  re-election  this  year,"  he  said. 
"This  board  has  started  the  work  of  improving  the  town  ... 
and  I'd  like  to  continue  to  be  a  part  of  that  work.  I'm 
throwing  my  hat  into  the  ring  ...  I  just  hope  it  doesn't  get 
thrown  back  at  me." 

At  7:55  pm  the  board  voted  to  go  into  Executive 
Session  to  discuss  contract  negotiations  and  pending 
personnel  matters.  They  would  thereafter  adjourn  for  the 
evening.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

January  11,  1999

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  January  11, 
1999  by  Chairman  Richard  D.  Cutler.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Naida  Parker,  Selectman  Patricia  Ryan, 
Executive  Secretary  James  Huntoon,  and  Administrative 
Assistant  Veronica  Lafreniere. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  January  4 
meeting,  the  board  met  with  Chairman  Gus  Costa  and 
Vincent  Ryan  of  the  Cable  Advisory  Committee  to  discuss 
their  status  with  impending  contract  renewal  negotiations 
with  MediaOne.  "I  think  we'd  like  to  get  a  sense  of  where 
we  are  with  cable  service  (and  MediaOne),"  Chairman 
Cutler  said. 

Mr.  Costa  told  the  board  that  his  committee  is 
pursuing  "informal  negotiations"  with  MediaOne,  noting 
that  they  still  have  two  years  in  which  to  renew  their 
contract  with  the  town.  "As  yet,  I  have  not  heard  back 
from  them,"  Mr.  Costa  said. 

Both  Mr.  Costa  and  Mr.  Ryan  noted  that  they  are 
also  considering  seeking  another  cable  service  provider  as 
a  means  to  offer  some  choice  and  competition  to 
Rochester  residents.  "I've  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
competition  would  be  a  great  thing  to  have,"  Mr.  Costa 
said.  "When  you're  not  dealing  with  just  one  company, 
competition  can  be  healthy."

Mr.  Costa  told  the  board  that  the  Town  of 
Acushnet  is  totally  in  favor  of  bringing  in  competitive 
cable  service  providers  for  their  residents  and  the  Town  of 
Fairhaven  is  considering  the  same  move.  "If  we  have 
Acushnet,  Fairhaven,  Rochester,  maybe  Mattapoisett  and 
Marion,  we're  looking  at  numbers  and  I  think  the  time  is 
right  to  pursue  this  avenue,"  Mr.  Costa  said.  "We'll  have 
to  file  with  the  state  (telecommunications  department) ... 
and  it  will  take  anywhere  from  nine  months  to  a  year  to 
complete,  but  1  think  it  will  be  worth  it." 

The  board  agreed  that  courting  other  cable 
companies  might  be  in  the  town's  best  interest.  "My 
feeling  is  we  certainly  should  look  into  it,"  Chairman 
Cutler  said. 

"If  MediaOne  starts  hearing  that  we  might  be 
looking  into  other  companies,  they  might  be  more  open  to 
providing  us  with  (additional)  services,"  Selectman 
Parker  added. 

The  board  agreed  to  allow  the  Cable  Advisory 
Committee  to  research  other  cable  service  providers  as 
part  of  their  contract  renewal  plans  with  MediaOne. 

At  7:30  pm  the  board  met  with  Police  Chief 
Walter  Denham  to  discuss  his  department's  staffing  needs 
relative  to  a  new  COPS  Fast  Grant  application  and  plans 
for  the  forthcoming  sergeant's  promotional  exam. 

Chief  Denham  explained  that  his  future  staffing 
needs  will  hinge  on  the  outcome  of  the  sergeant's  exam 
and  whether  they  opt  to  promote  one  or  two  patrolmen 
to  the  rank  of  sergeant.  "If  we  get  two  more  sergeants, 
that's  going  to  take  them  off  the  street  to  a  certain  extent," 
Chief  Denham  said.  "We're  also  looking  at  adding  a 
detective  unit ...  which  would  utilize  a  patrolman.  The 
sergeants  will  have  additional  duties  ...  they  won't  be 
working  a  full  eight  hours  on  the  street." 

When  asked  if  he  has  adequate  staff  at  the  present 
time,  Chief  Denham  agreed,  but  said  he  was  concerned

about  those  who  are  out  with  injuries,  those  who  will 
need  additional  training  time,  and  the  department's 
forthcoming  vacation  coverage.  Much  of  his  staff's  "down 
time"  would  entail  specialized  training  for  two  weeks 
each  year. 

Selectman  Ryan  wanted  a  more  concrete 
breakdown  of  actual  working  hours  and  training  time.  "I 
have  to  see  it  all  written  out  —  what  each  department 
member  will  be  doing  and  how  many  hours  of  specialized 
training  each  officer  needs,"  she  said.  "I  think  I  have  an 
idea  of  what  you're  driving  at ...  but  in  order  for  me  to 
support  that  kind  of  expense,  I  need  to  see  a  detailed 
breakdown  of  (staff)  coverage  and  the  (estimated)  volume 
of  work." 

Chairman  Cutler  agreed:  "I  think  we'd  like  to  see 
a  schedule  of  how  you'd  be  placing  your  staff  and 
coverage  for  the  21  shifts,"  he  said. 

The  board  asked  Chief  Denham  to  prepare  a 
breakdown  of  his  staffing  needs  for  the  next  year, 
assuming  that  he'd  have  three  sergeant  positions  within 
the  department.  He  agreed  to  have  that  information  to 
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design  and  space  planning

On  a  related  matter,  Chief  Denham  advised  that 
the  Sergeant's  Exam  will  be  administered  on  Saturday, 
February  13,  most  likely  at  Old  Colony  Regional 
Vocational  Technical  High  School.  The  exam  will  be 
prepared  and  graded  by  Attorney  Rogers  and  should  take 
anywhere  from  four  to  six  hours  to  complete. 

"We  want  to  make  sure  this  test  is  monitored,  if 
not  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  then  a  member  of  the 
Personnel  Board  or  Executive  Secretary,"  Chairman  Cutler 
said. 

Under  the  Executive  Secretary's  report,  Mr. 
Huntoon  noted  the  following: 

•  Town  officials  were  notified  of  a  fuel  oil  spill  on 
Braley  Hill  Road  recently,  and  cleanup  costs  estimated  at 
$1,470  were  to  be  covered  by  G.  Lopes  Construction  of 
Taunton; 

•  An  estimated  14.78  acres  of  property  owned  by 
the  Bassett  family  is  being  offered  to  the  town  for  open 
space.  The  board  needs  to  have  the  property  appraised  as 
the  first  step  in  the  process  before  bringing  the  matter  to 
Town  Meeting  voters.  Selectmen  asked  Mr.  Huntoon  to 
make  sure  the  Bassett  family  is  offering  the  full  14.78  acres 
before  they  have  the  land  appraised. 

The  board  then  signed  and  approved  a  final 
payment  of  $3,520.03  to  former  Town  Counsels  Kopelman 
and  Paige,  PC  and  a  payment  of  $3,050  to  the 
architectural  firm  of  Durland  and  VanVoorhis  for  work 
completed  to  date  on  the  Town  Hall  project.

To  the  Editor: 

Atlas  Tack  Property  located  on  Pleasant  Street  in 
Fairhaven  was  added  to  the  National  Properties  List  of 
Superfund  Sites  in  1990.  EPA  tests  of  the  site  found  various 
chemicals  in  the  soil  on  the  property  including  contamination  in 
the  marsh  and  creeks.  A  total  of  16  contaminants  were  noted  in 
the  studies.  The  contaminants  include  cyanide,  PCB,  arsenic, 
cadmium,  zinc,  toluene,  DDT,  lead,  and  more.  Residential 
homes,  an  elementary  school,  a  nursing  care  facility,  marsh, 
creeks,  and  a  bay  surround  the  site. 

In  December  1998,  the  EPA  presented  the  townspeople 
with  their  Proposed  Cleanup  Plan.  Their  preferred  cleanup  plan 
is  on-site  treatment  with  on-site  disposal  (an  unlimited  disposal 
facility),  and  minimal  action  for  groundwater  contaminants. 

How  can  we,  the  people  of  this  town,  remain  passive

The  Veterans  Administration  is  assisting  France  in 
its  effort  to  bestow  the  National  Order  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor  —  that  country's  highest  honor  —  to  surviving 
members  of  the  U.S.  Armed  Forces  who  fought  on  French 
soil  during  World  War  I.

In  its  omnivorous  quest  to  buy  the  rights  to  every  story  that  could 
possibly  be  turned  into  a  movie,  Hollywood  often  forgets  to  question 
whether  said  story  should  be  a  movie.  Some  material,  it  so  happens, 
works  best  on  the  stage  or  the  page  —  or  even  on  the  tube.  But 
Hollywood  is  in  the  moviemaking  business,  so  it  naturally  assumes  the 
noblest  form  of  entertainment  is  the  major  motion  picture. 

A  Civil  Action  —  a  courtroom  drama  that  tries  hard  not  to  be  one 
—  is  well-cast,  well-acted  (sometimes  brilliantly  acted),  and  tastefully 
handled  by  writer-director  Steven  Zailiian.  So  why  can't  I  rise  to  it? 
Because  the  movie  does  nothing  that  television  can't  do;  it's  a  high- 
powered  TV  movie.  Adapting  Jonathan  Harr's  nonfiction  book,  Zailiian 
conscientiously  avoids  all  the  cliches  we  associate  with  courtroom 
potboilers.  The  problem  is,  he  hasn't  found  much  to  replace  the  cliches. 
Zailiian  wants  to  make  a  complex  film  about  law,  but  perhaps  only  a  TV 
series,  which  has  many  hours  to  develop  characters  and  moral  dilemmas, 
can  pull  that  off. 

Jan  Schlichtmann  (John  Travolta),  when  we  first  meet  him,  is  a 
proudly  cynical  ambulance  chaser.  He  knows  exactly  what  he  is,  and  he 
takes  pleasure  in  being  good  at  it.  Then  a  case  arises  that  challenges  his 
complacency.  In  Woburn,  Massachusetts,  twelve  children  have  died  of 
leukemia.  Their  families,  led  by  grieving  mother  Anne  Anderson  (Kathleen 
Quinlan),  have  been  looking  for  a  firm  to  represent  them  in  a  suit  against 
two  companies  that  dumped  carcinogenic  waste  (which  seeped  into  the 
water).  Schlichtmann  dismisses  the  case  until  he  learns  that  the  two 
companies,  W.R.  Grace  and  Beatrice  Foods,  have  deep  pockets.  He  takes 
the  case,  and  gradually  gets  personally  involved,  spending  money  on  the 
prosecution  to  the  point  where  his  small  firm  is  in  danger  of  going  under. 
Schlichtmann  is  a  grandstander;  he  makes  a  big  show  of  doing 
everything  he  can  to  win,  and  I  began  to  wonder  whether  this  story 
shouldn't  have  been  about  an  obsessive  lawyer  who  sinks  his  own  firm 


and  is  damn  lucky  the  EPA  is  around  to  go  after  the  polluters  when  he 
falters.  With  the  engaging  John  Travolta  in  the  lead,  the  movie  becomes 
one  more  David-and-Qoliath  morality  play  —  didn't  we  just  see  this  in 
the  much  more  entertaining  The  Rainmaker?  —  instead  of  what  could 
have  been  an  acerbic  Don  Quixote  tale,  with  Schlichtmann  tilting  at  the 
windmill  of  his  own  legal-eagle  pride.  We've  even  seen  the  lawyer-and- 
dead-children  story  before,  in  The  Sweet  Hereafter,  a  work  with  more 
depth  than  ten  movies  like  this  one. 

I  called  A  Civil  Action  a  high-powered  TV  drama,  and  it  is  high- 
powered;  the  cast  is  impeccable  across  the  board,  particularly  William 
H.  Macy  as  Schlichtmann's  frazzled  accountant,  John  Lithgow  as  an 
imperious,  bemused  judge  (pitted  against  Travolta  again,  17  years  after 
Blow  Out),  and  a  surprise  cameo  at  the  end  by  a  recent  Travolta  co-star. 
And  when  Robert  Duvall  is  on  the  screen,  all  is  forgiven.  He  plays  Jerome 
Facher,  veteran  attorney  for  Beatrice  Foods,  a  great  man  who  takes  the 
measure  of  everyone  he  meets  and  quietly  masters  them.  Some  critics 
are  calling  the  movie  complex,  but  I  think  Duvall's  performance  is  what 
they  mean;  his  Jerome  Facher  defends  a  polluting  corporation,  yet  we 
like  the  guy,  because  he,  too,  knows  exactly  what  he  is,  and  accepts  it, 
even  enjoys  it  —  enjoys  the  power,  the  process,  the  head  games.  On  a 
TV  series,  he  might  be  a  major  character;  here,  he's  a  supporting  player 
in  a  few  punchy  scenes.  Duvall  makes  those  scenes  count,  and  that's 
what  you  take  with  you,  chuckling  as  you  recall  his  sly  bits  of  business. 
Meanwhile,  of  course,  your  thoughts  of  the  twelve  dead  children  fade 
away.
